I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958, 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 


The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  as  14,090,  this 
shows  a reduction  of  100  from  that  of  1957.  The  adjusted*  birth  rate 
was  15*4  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  16 “4  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  corresponding  rates  for  England  & Wales  were  16*4  and  11*7  respect- 
ively. There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giv- 
ing an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14° 8 per  1000  live  births  compared  with 
the  national  rate  of  22*5.  For  the  eleventh  successive  year  there  were 
no  maternal  deaths. 


1958  was  a comparatively  light  year  for  Infectious  Disease,  88  cases 
of  measles  being  notified  as  against  214  in  1957,  although  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  whooping  cough  cases  from  27  to  63.  There 
were  15  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  of  dysentery,  and  one  notified  case 
of  acute  pneumonia.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  twelfth 
year  in  succession,  but  one  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was 
notified,  which  proved  to  be  only  a mild  case  and  the  patient  made  a 
good  recovery.  Only  one  confirmed  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified, 
this  being  of  a youth  who  obviously  contracted  the  disease  whilst  on 
holiday  abroad  and  quickly  recovered  after  treatment. 


Under  a scheme  arranged  by  the  County  Council  and  commenced  in  1955, 
children  were  inoculated  against  poliomyelitis,  details  are  given  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 


During  1958  two  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
one  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
cause . 
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With  the  object  of  reducing  smoke  pollution ^ managements  of  mills 
and  factories  were  visited  and  advised  about  the  requirements  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act„ 


Sixty  six  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  during  the  year,  26  houses  were  demolished. 


Forty  five  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  the  Council,  twenty  five 
houses  and  twenty  flats.  Seven  houses  were  also  erected  by  private 
enterprise.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  396  applicants  for 
Council  houses  on  the  register. 


I tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
staff  for  their  continued  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year.

Under  the  National  Health  Service  jVct  the  County  Council  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  health  services  under  that  Act, 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water 
samples  is  undertaken  without  charge  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Wonsall  Hospital,  Manchester, 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Horough  Coun- 
cils- The  control  of  infectious  disease;  provision  of  suitable  water 
supplies;  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse;  inspection  of 
all  food  and  food-preparing  premises;  sampling  of  foodstuffs  (milk, 
ice-cream,  etc,)  for  bacteriological  examination;  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion to  houses,  factories,  shops  and  other  premises;  inspection  of 
houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  h\iman  habitation;  nuisances  and 
defects;  rodent  control;  offensive  trades;  smoke  abatement;  and 
many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental  health. 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Manage- 
ment Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local 
boundaries . 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme,

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE; 


Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  treated  without  charge  at  the 
infectious  disease  hospital  and  similarly  pathological  examinations 
are  made  without  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hos- 
pital, Manchester. 


The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  noti- 
fications of  infectious  disease  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within 
the  health  division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a 
regular  knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout 
their  area. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Borough  Council  and  the 
County  Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  the  propaganda  purposes. 
During  the  year,  151  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised 
and  16  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  190  children  received  a reinforcement 
injection  during  1958,

TUBERCULOSIS? 


Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after 
receipt  of  notification.  Seventy  five  cases  were  visited  during  the 
year,  the  number  of  visits  paid  being  364,  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium 
or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged  after  consultation  between  the  Chest 
Physician  and  the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  86  recorded  cases  of  tuberc- 
ulosis, 6 cases  were  added  and  12  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a total  of  80 
cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  examination  of  sputum  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  is 
carried  out  at  the  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary.  Of  12  such  specimens 
examined  during  1958,  all  were  negative. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  — Continued: 


In  no  instances  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satis- 
factory. 


There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality 
from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area. 


It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  during  the  year  xinder  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  a 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

Room  fumigation  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and  smallpox  is 
no  longer  recommended.  Experience  has  shown  that  thorough  cleansing  with 
soap,  water  and  disinfectant  together  with  efficient  ventilation  of  the 
rooms  is  adequate. 


Infection,  in  the  cases  of  diseases  like  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
is  nearly  always  due  to  personal  contact  or  to  the  infection  of  food  and 
drink.

REPORT

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
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Borough  of  Haslingden 


July  1959 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  twelfth  Annual 
Report  on  the  environmental  conditions  in  the  area  and  the  progress  re- 
corded in  1958, 

Housing  remains  the  most  prominent  of  our  health  problems  and  consid- 
erable progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  year.  Altogether  66  houses  were 
dealt  with  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in  all  cases  clearance,  dem- 
olition or  closing  procedure  was  carried  to  a successful  conclusion.  The 
scheme  of  clearance  as  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  by  the  Council  in  1956, 
calls  for  the  demolition  or  closing  of  382  unfit  houses  in  ten  years  at 
the  rate  of  40  fi  year.  The  first  three  years  (1956/57/58)  have  seen  165 
houses  dealt  with  by  the  Council  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion. 


Equally  as  important  as  demolition  is  the  rehousing  of  residents  from 
the  houses  concerned,  and  this  has  progressed  satisfactorily.  During  the 
year  49  families  comprising  128  persons  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council 
from  49  unfit  houses,  whilst  10  families  comprising  27  persons  from  10 
unfit  houses,  have  found  their  own  accommodation. 

During  the  year  26  houses  were  demolished.  One  of  the  problans  of 
clearance  work  is  the  clearing  up  of  the  sites  after  the  demolition  of 
houses.  The  tendency  by  some  demolition  contractors  to  remove  all  mat- 
erial of  value  and  leave  the  site  littered  with  rubble  and  generally  an 
eyesore,  is  one  to  be  deplored.  The  Council  is  giving  this  rather  diff- 
icult problem  the  closest  attention. 

With  regard  to  erection  of  new  houses,  25  houses  and  20  flats  were 
erected  by  the  Coxincil  in  1958.  Sixteen  houses  are  in  progress  and  23 
aged  peoples  bungalows  and  one  wardens  house  are  planned  for  1959, 

Fourteen  houses  which  are  being  reconditioned  by  the  Council  and 
modernised  by  the  provision  of  hot  water,  bath,  internal  water  closet  and 
other  amenities,  were  approaching  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Clecui  Air  Act  has  been  on  the  Statute  book  for  over  two  years 
and  the  presence  of  the  new  powers  has  commenced  to  take  effect.  So 
far,  three  ”Prior  Approval”  applications  with  regard  to  boiler  plant  have 
been  dealt  with  and  two  of  the  three  schemes,  designed  to  prevent  smoke 
emission,  have  been  completed.  There  have  been  several  instances  of  less 
extensive  improvements  to  boiler  plant  in  the  district,  but  in  a number  of 
cases  there  is  still  much  room  for  further  improvement.  This  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  health  work  of  the  Council  and  is  being  given  regular 
attention.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Borough  had  not  been 
classified  as  an  area  to  which  ”smoke  control”  orders  with  regard  to 
dwelling  houses  should  be  made. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  replace  two  old  and 
worn  out  cleansing  vehicles  with  new  ones,  and  opportunity  was  taken  to 
make  a detailed  survey  of  the  cleansing  service  as  a whole,  particularly 
the  collection  section.  The  object  of  the  survey  was  to  provide  the  in- 
formation necessary  to  reorganise  the  collection  section  so  that  a weekly 
collection  service  could  be  achieved.  The  report  of  the  Health  and  San- 
itary Committee  and  its  recommendations  were  placed  before  the  Council 
and  accepted. 

Food  hygiene  and  food  inspection  received  the  constant  attention  of 
the  Department.  The  good  standard  reached  in  previous  years  has  been 
maintained,  and  in  a number  of  cases  structural  and  equipment  improve- 
ments have  been  recorded. 

Whilst  attention  has  been  drawn  especially  to  fundamental  necessi- 
ties in  a civilised  society  such  as  housing,  clean  air,  cleansing  and 
food  supply  there  are  many  other  environmental  services  of  considerable 
importance.  The  body  of  the  report  gives  details  of  these  services  and 
the  attention  being  given  to  them  by  the  Department. 

My  appreciation  and  thanks  are  due  to  all  Members  and  Officials  of 
the  Council  for  their  interest,  encouragement  and  valuable  assistance, 
to  an  efficient  and  loyal  staff  and  to  all  employees  of  the  department 
for  their  ungrudging  service  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  D 

ENVIRONMENTAL  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER; 

The  water  supply  of  Haslingden  is  obtained  mainly  from  the  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board,  with  a small  number  of  houses  in  the  Rising  Bridge/ 
Stonefold  area  being  supplied  by  the  Accrington  & District  Water  Board, 
and  the  remainder  -=  some  280  houses  and  farms,  by  springs  and  wells. 
Approximately  5,300  houses  are  supplied  by  the  two  Water  Boards,  The 
percentage  of  houses  supplied  from  private  sources  such  as  springs  and 
wells  is  approximately  5°!.  In  all  cases  the  water  supply  by  the  two 
Water  Boards  is  direct  to  taps  in  the  consumers  houses,  neither  of  the 
Boards  deliver  water  by  stand  pipe. 

Fifty  four  percent  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  now  fitted 
with  baths . 

Extensions  of  1,456  yards  to  the  existing  mains  of  the  Irwell  Val- 
ley Water  Board  were  laid  during  the  year  for  the  purposes  of  new  hous- 
ing development,  new  services  to  existing  property  and  renewal  of  old 
mains , 

The  water  supplied  in  this  area  is  now  treated  with  lime  for  plum- 
bo-solvency  and  the  results  of  such  treatment  is  satisfactory.  Lime 
treatment  of  the  water  is  applied  at  the  reservoirs, 

I 

In  1958  sixty  bacteriological  samples  and  eleven  chemical  samples 
were  taken  of  raw  water  to  determine  degree  of  treatment  required.  One 
hundred  and  sixty  three  bacteriological  samples  and  twenty  three  chemical 
samples  were  taken  of  water  going  into  supply.  These  were  satisfactory. 
All  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  source. 


DRAINS  AND  SEWERAGE; 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  under  the  control  of  a Joint  Board 
and  deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  three  Rossendale  Valley  Towns,  Bacup, 
Haslingden  and  Rawtenstall,  The  plant  is  situated  at  the  lowest  point 
in  the  area,  and  the  method  of  treatment  is  precipitation  and  filtra- 
tion, with  outfall  into  the  River  Irwell.  A major  improvement  scheme 
was  commenced  at  the  Sewage  Works  in  1957,  continued  in  1958  and  is 
likely  to  be  completed  in  1959, 

There  are  still  a number  of  houses  not  connected  to  public  sewers, 
but  these  are  mostly  in  outlying  districts  and  farms.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING; 

The  vehicles  used  for  public  cleansing  are  as  follows:-  two 

vehicles  used  entirely  on  collection  of  household  refuse.  One  vehicle 
is  used  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil  (in  a special  tank  fitted  to  the 
wagon  for  that  purpose)  and  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse,  salvage, 
and  cover  etc. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  bi-weekly  and  nightsoil  weekly.  All 
household  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  South  Shore 
Tip,  Refuse  disposal  has  now  been  carried  on  at  South  Shore  since  1954 
as  part  of  a scheme  to  create  a large  playing  field  in  that  area,  Night- 
soil is  discharged  to  the  sewers  by  means  of  a special  nightsoil  shute. 
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It  has  been  the  object  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conmittee  for  some 
time  to  introduce  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  at  the  earliest  opportun- 
ity. To  this  end  a survey  of  the  existing  collection  service  was  made, 
and  a scheme  drawn  up  to  reorganise  the  service  on  a basis  of  a weekly 
collection.  This  scheme  was  accepted  by  the  Council  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  to  come  into  full  operation  in  April  1959. 

In  April  1958,  one  of  our  oldest  cleansing  wagons  was  badly  damaged 
in  a road  accident  and  eventually  had  to  be  written  off.  Another  wagon 
had  reached  the  condition  when  it  was  uneconomic  to  keep  it  on  the  road. 
The  Committee  decided  to  purchase  two  new  wagons  to  replace  these,  one  of 
which  was  to  be  a 10/l2  cyd  "fore  and  aft"  tipper  designed  to  take  more 
refuse,  whilst  occupying  very  little  more  road  space  than  does  a tradi- 
tional wagon.  The  arrival  of  the  new  wagons  was  expected  to  coincide 
with  the  commencement  of  the  weekly  service  as  they  form  part  of  the 
scheme  of  reorganisation.

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CLEAN  AIR  ACT; 

Over  fifty  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  1958  in  connection 
with  Clean  Air  problems  at  factories  with  boiler  plants.  So  far,  three 
applications  for  "prior  approval"  have  been  received  (one  in  1957;  two  in 

1958)  , and  after  due  consideration  such  approval  was  given  in  each  case 
by  the  Clean  Air  Act  Sub  Committee,  In  two  cases  the  work  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  third  is  to  be  carried  out  in  1959,  Some  doubt  existed 
as  to  whether  this  district  should  be  considered  a "black  area"  for  the 
purpose  of  proceeding  with  a planned  scheme  of  smoke  control  areas  to 
deal  with, smoke  from  dwelling  houses.  The  Ministry  indicated  (in  March, 

1959)  that, this  area  at  present  was  not  included  in  this  category,  but 
stated  that  this  need  not  deter  the  Council  from  proceeding  with  any 
plans  they  may  have  for  smoke  control  in  the  district.  The  Council  have 
made  byelaws  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  (confirmed  on  the 
3rd  December  1957)  requiring  new  buildings  to  be  fitted  with  heating  and 
cooking  arrangements  designed  so  as  to  prevent  as  far  as  practicable  the 
emission  of  smoke.  Approval  was  given  by  the  Council  for  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of  air  pollution. 


SWIMMING  BATHS; 

The  Corporation  Swimming  Baths  provide  one  plunge  bath,  eight  slip- 
per baths  with  facilities  for  medicinal  baths. 

The  water  in  the  plunge  bath  is  treated  by  filtration,  chlorination 
and  aeration  under  pressure  and  is  chemically  treated  b}’^  sulphate  of  al- 
umina and  soda.  The  water  is  tested  daily  for  pH  value,  for  residual 
chlorine  and  for  temperature.  The  pool  capacity  is  approximately  76if)00 
gallons  and  there  is  complete  turnover  of  the  water  each  3-|^  hours. 


SCHOOLS; 

One  very  small  village  school  was  closed  during  the  year  and  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  remaining  eight  schools  in  the  area  are 
reasonably  satisfactory.  All  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Town's 
mains , 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS; 


There  were  no  cases  of  bed  bugs  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
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RODENT  CONTROL; 


In  May  routine  treatment  of  the  Town’s  sewers  for  the  destruction  of 
rodents  was  carried  outo  Fifty  five  manholes  were  baited,  but  no  "takes” 
were  recorded„ 

During  the  yearj,  47  private  premises  were  dealt  with  for  rodent  in- 
festations, all  being  of  a minor  character. 

Including  sewer  treatment  work  and  inspection  and  treatment  of  pri- 
vate premises,  62  visits  were  made  in  1958.  This  figure  does  not  include 
many  routine  inspections  for  the  presence  of  rodents. 


SHOPS  AND  OFFICES g 


Fifteen  routine  visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  1958  of  shops 
in  the  district.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  for  in- 
fringements with  regard  to  ventilation,  sanitary  conveniences  etc. 


COMMOND  LODGING  HOUSES; 


There  is  still  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  Uaslingden,  and  this  is 
situated  in  the  Town  Ward.  The  premises  are  visited  from  time  to  time 
and  a fair  standard  of  cleanliness  was  reached.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS  - GENERAL; 


There  has  been  considerable  progress  during  the  year  with  regard  to 
the  10  year  Clearance  Scheme.  It  will  be  recalled  th^t  the  Scheme  en- 
visages the  demolition  or  closing  of  382  houses  in  10  years  at  approxi- 
mately 40  houses  per  annum.  Three  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during 
the  year  viz,  Musbury  Road  Clearance  Area;  St.  Thomas  Street  Clearance 
Area  and  the  Gregory  Fold  Clearance  Area.  The  Musbury  Road  and  Gregory 
Fold  Areas  were  dealt  with  as  Clearance  Orders,  whilst  the  St.  Thomas 
Street  Area  was  dealt  with  as  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order.  With  regard 
to  the  St.  Thomas  Street  Order,  eleven  objections  were  made  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  in  consequence  the  Ministry  held 
a Public  Local  Inquiry  at  Haslingden  on  the  3rd  September  1958.  The  Min- 
istry confirmed  the  Order,  agreed  with  the  clearance  of  the  houses  and 
with  the  compulsory  purchase  of  the  land.  The  three  areas  comprised  of 
40  dwelling  houses,  the  appurtenances  to  the  houses  and  other  old  build- 
ings, In  addition,  26  dwelling  houses  were  dealt  with  by  demolition  or 
closing  proced\ire  during  the  year,  making  66  in  all. 


From  cold  housing  statistics  to  the  humein  point  of  view  - the  re- 
housing of  occupants  from  unfit  houses  proceeded  well  and  during  the  year 
128  occupants  (49  families)  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  and  27  occupants 
(lO  families)  found  their  own  accommodation.  In  all  clearance  schemes 
it  is  found  that  a sizeable  proportion  of  the  occupants  prefer,  for  a 
variety  of  reasons,  their  own  choice  of  another  house,  hut  all  are  offered 
rehousing  under  the  scheme. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  396  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 
This  figure  is  larger  than  last  year  (357)  and  still  remains  an  important 
problem  for  the  Council,  With  construction  of  houses  at  the  present  time 
being  mainly  confined  to  building  for  rehousing  from  clearance  schemes, 
there  would  appear  to  he  little  opportunity  of  reducing  the  figure  in  the 
immediate  future. 


The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  (2c53)  does  not  indicate  any 
likelihood  of  overcrowding  in  the  district,  but  in  one  instance  Police 
Court  proceedings  were  taken  for  overcrowding.  The  summonses  were  with- 
drawn in  Court  on  a promise  by  the  occupier  to  abate  the  overcrowding.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPEIIVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK; 


The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Orders  1958  came 
into  force  in  Haslingden  on  the  14th  April  1958 „ This  Order  made  it 

illegal  to  sell  by  retail  for  human  consumption  any  milk  other  than 
specially  designated  miiko  Milk  sold  in  the  district  is  now  bottled  and 
sold  under  special  designations  such  as  tuberculin  tested p pasteurised 
and  sterilised.  Some  confusion  existed  amongst  retailers  and  particu- 
larly amongst  producer/retailers , and  there  were  some  difficulties  to  be 
ironed  out  before  the  new  system  became  soundly  established.  The  year 
1958  may  well  be  remembered j as  marking  the  end  of  the  "churn  and  jug" 
era. 


At  December  31st  there  were  65  Distributors  of  Milk  on  the  register.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES; 

Milk  samples  are  submitted  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli | 
also  for  cleanliness  as  shown  by  the  time  taken  to  decolourise  Methylene 
Blue,  All  samples  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  to  be  free 
from  such  infection.  Of  the  26  samples  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
test  25  were  satisfactory  and  1 was  classified  as  unsatisfactory.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  were  informed  of  the  latter, 
for  action  by  their  officers.  One  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  was  sub- 
mitted and  this  satisfied  the  Pliosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  tests.  All 
producers  of  milk,  where  samples  were  taken  by  this  Department,  were  no- 
tified by  letter  of  the  results  of  the  tests.

FOOD  POISONING; 

Only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  was 
an  infection  contracted  by  a resident  whilst  on  holiday  abroad. 
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FOOD  PREMISES  - FOOD  HYGIENE: 


The  good  standard  of  food  hygiene  established  over  the  last  eight  or 
nine  years,  is  being  maintained  and  during  the  year  a number  of  improve- 
ments with  regard  to  equipment  and  facilities  were  recorded.  This  cam- 
paign for  clean  food  commenced  with  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  which  came 
operative  in  July  1950  and  simultaneously  the  Council  initiated  a publi- 
city and  educational  scheme  designed  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  all  food 
handlers  and  residents  the  importance  of  this  subject.  The  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  which  came  into  operation  in  January  1956  further  strengthened 
the  hands  of  the  Council  in  its  efforts  to  promote  a clean  and  wholesome 
food  supply.  Perhaps  the  most  important  thing  is  that  the  standard  is 
still  improving.

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD:  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION: 


The  administration  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  regulations  gov- 
erning the  adulteration  of  food,  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  and  their  officers  take  samples  in  the  district . The 
bacteriological  examination  of  foodstuffs  is  dealt  with  by  the  Borough 
Council  and  samples  are  submitted  for  such  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester., 
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
